U.S. Arms Aid 
Scheduled 
for Indo China 


Washington, April 14 — (/P) —The 


United States is puting together a 
115,000,000 arms aid package 
for 


Communist-threatened Indochina. 


The aid is expected to be made 


up largely of cargo planes, trucks 
and medical supplies. Diplomatic 
authorities reported t h a t 
these 


"terns top the lists of supplies ur- 
gently needed by the French - led 
forces fighting the Com m u n i s t 
guerrillas of Ho Chi Minh. 


;, Preliminary shipments of a few 
special items may start within a 
month. And if the state .depart- 
ment has its way, deliveries will 
be labeled in effect "for Indochina" 
rather than "to France for Indo- 
china."
